Last week in my article | mentioned that Township 
Supervisors had a meeting scheduled to discuss the 
State Tax Commission study of property values in 
Crawford County. Being a Supervisor | suppose | may 
be prejudiced but | was impressed by the fact that all 
six Township Supervisors were present as well as the 
Assessors from Beaver Creek and Lovells Townships.

even the results but the timing in providing the data to 
us. is 

The State Tax Commission sales study and 
appraisai study data reached the office of the Cqunty 
Equalization Director on March 16th according to 
Director Larry Hunter. This data was then made 
available to the various Township Supervisors. To date 
| have no information to indicate this State study 
material was reviewed and evaluated or ehecked tor 
accuracy by the County government. ° 

According to the information | have to date the Tax 
Commission data was used by the County to establish 
the tentative ratios and factors as published in this 
Newspaper as part of the Board of Review natices as 
early as February 19th. Along with receipt of the Tax 
Commission study data all Townships were notified of 
increases from the tentative factors pubiished earlier, 
ranging from a low of 2.31% to a high of 33.30%. 

The very fact the State study material was not 
made available until March 16th, two full weeks after 
to be justification to. request ‘the Tax Commission to 
delay iis use until local government units affected have 
had time for full evaluation. 

J will not permit myself to be put in the position of 
accepting this study without adequate time for review. 
Further | want to assure the people | was elected to 
represent, | will not pérmil this sort of thing to happen 
without doing every thing in my power to stop it. With 
all the responsibilities facing Township Supervisors at 
this time of year, such as Board of Review, Tax 
Gammission reports, Township budget preparation 
and annual meetings, to name a few, there is not 
sufficient time for such evaluation prior to April Sth. 
This is the last day by law for completion of Board of 
Review work, 

Township Supervisors and Assessors were 
unanimous in their decision to request the State Tax 
Commission to delay use of the study for one year. The 
County Board of Commissioners have requested a 
meeting with the Township Supervisors and Assessors 
on April 8th. | hope the Commission will join Township 
government in seeking a delay in use of the study data 
tor 1976. | personally feel such action is in the best 
interest of the taxpayers and residents, the people we 
were elected to represent. 

There are a few encouraging things happening. 
Not the least of these has been comments in the 
Superintendent’s Corner. | think Fraser Dean really 
made the point last week. It is gaing to take a united 
effort on the part of all local units of government and 
the taxpayers to bring about Property Tax Reform. 

| personally am disgusted with the fact our State 
Legislature has apparently not been able to find the 
time to work on Property Tax Reform. For years we 
have been fed a piece meal approach to the problem.

enacte. constitute, and frame 
such just & equall Lawes, or- 
dinances. Acts. constitutions, 
& offices. from time to time, as 
shall be thought most meete & 
convenient for ye generall good 
of ye colonie: unto which we 
promise all due submission and 
obedience. In witnes whereof 
we have hereunder subscribed 
our names at Cap-Codd ye -11- 
of November. in ye year of ye 
raigne of our soveraigne Lord 
King James of Engtand. France. 
& lreland ye eighteenth, and of 
Scotland ye fiftie fourth. Ano 
Dom. 1620” 

May we never forget the 
opening words of the first 
covenant which united our fore- 
fathers as they set foot on 
American soil: “In ye name of 
Ged Amon.” These were men 
who knew by experience the 
“grace of God". These were men 
who were concerned about the 
defense and proclamation of the 
“Christian Faith". These were 
men who were constantly aware 
of the “presence of God", and 


therefore set as their primary 
goal the “glory of God”. 

May God grant us 4 new 
generation of Americans who 
fear nothing ur noone but God.

government upon these shores 
until Jesus Christ returns. (adv.)

SECTION 3007 The electors of each election district in each township shall meet in the afternoon or evening at the polling 
place ... and there transact such business as is usually transacted at Township meeting, by viva voice vote. 


SECTION 1015 — All accounts audited by such (township) board shall be . . . produced at the next Annual Township 
Meeting and there ready by him (the clerk) if the same shall be required by the meeting. 


WHO MAY VOTE — Section 1050: Each inhabitant of any township, having the qualifications of an 
elector as specified in the constitution of this state, and no other person, stali nave a right to vote 
on all matters and questions before any township meeting. 


‘CONDUCT OF MEETING — Section 1032 ... The Supervisor. if present, shall be the moderator of the meeting, and if he 
shall not be present ... the meeting ... may elect a moderator 


SECTION 1033: ... He shall decide all questions of order and make public declarations of all votes passed. and when any 
vote so declared by him shall immediately upon such declaration by him be questioned by seven (7) or more voters, Shalr 
make the vote ce-tain by polling the votes, or by dividing the meeting. unless the township shall, by a previous vote, or by 
their by-laws have otherwise provided, 


SECTION 1034: No person shall address the meeting before permission obtained of the moderator, nor while any person is- 
speaking by his permission; and all persons at such meeting shall be silent at the request of the moderator. 


SECTION 1035: ff... any person shail conduct himself in a disorderly manner, and after notice from the moderator shail 
persist therein, the moderator may order him to withdraw .. . and on his refusal. may order the constables, or any other 
persons, to take him into custody until the meeting is adjourned. 


SECTION 1036: Any person who shall refuse to withdraw on being ordered by the moderator to do so. . . shall, for each 


such offense, forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty dollars. 


CHALLENGED VOTERS — Section 1050: When any persons claiming the right to vote shall be challenged by a voter, the 
moderator shall proceed in the same manner as on challenges at the election of township officers.

College cuts staff, tuition fees 


In the wake of genera! public dis- 
favor with increased school millages, as 
exhibited. in several special millage 
elections around the state, harrassed 
educational planners might well look to 
a small-college in New Hampshire for 
psychological sustenance if not actual 
guidance. 

At Franconia College in New Hamp- 
shire, tuition and room-and-board both 
will be reduced next year, by a 
whopping 12 percent — whopping by 
recent inflationary standards, at any 
rate. 

How come? According to an article 
in the Wail Street Journal, the cut is 
made possible by ‘‘a radical reorganiza- 
tion that has slashed the administrative 
staff 40 percent and put the coffege 
president to work washing dishes at the 
dining hail every Monday evening.” 

Not only does the administrative 
staff pitch in but students do, too. Ona 
voluntary, unpaid basis, students are 
staffing the kitchen, ordering food, 
cooking meals, operating the student 
bookstore, keeping the college's books 
with minimal professional supervision 
and assistance, and even hit the road 
meetings with high school students and 
thus handling most of the college’s 
recruiting activities. . 

President tra Goldenberg says he 
hopes the tuitjon cut and reorganization 
will help attract students of more 
modest means and help the college 
break even financially. 

“But the most important thing is 
that we want to start taking the concept 
of community seriously,” President 
Goldenberg says. “We want to take 
participatory democracy seriously and it 
doesn't mean just voting. It means 
taking responsibility for making sure 
tnat your society works on a day-to-day 
basis.” 

The Franconia plan also provides 
students with some real ‘nuts-and- 
bolts work experiences. 

“Work is an essential part of the 
learning process, particularly when 
those working participate in the de- 
cision making of the enterprise,” 
Goldenberg says:”~’ °°" ‘

Details of the Indian sieges of 
Fort Henry on the site of 
Wheeling were eventually ob- 
tained long after the events 
transpired from witnesses - 
whose hazy memories produced 
accounts that were exaggérated

Thus, while it appears certain 
that there was significant action 
during the war at this settle- 
ment on the Ohio River, just 
what it was that happened as 
well as the dates involved and 
the identity of the participants 
are matters of less certainty.

eVolutionary War 


he’ Old Northwest 


ade that was first known as Fort 
Fincastie when it was erected in 
1774, It was renamed to honor 
Virginia Governor Patrick Henry 
in 1776. 

There is agreement that the 
first of the attacks by red men 
on Fort Henry came in 1777, 
shortly after the murder of 
Shawnee Chief Cornstalk, his 
son and two other Indians by 
rebel soldiers. And there is 
little, if any, dispute that there 
was another in 1782. That 
conflict is generally regarded as 
the last hatile of the revolution, 

But the date, or dates, of 
another siege, or sieges, at Fort 
Henry during the war are de- 
batabte. Some authorities infer 
that there was one in 1778; 
others mention an attack in 
1781. 

Most of those who described 
the altercations at Wheeling re- 
called some kind of dramatic 
leap from a cliff by someone to 
escape from the Indians. Sev- 
eral witnesses assert that An- 
drew Zane, who was in a party 
that was surprised by the 
Indians in 1777, leaped from a 
cliff to get away. One said the 
cliff vas 70 feet high; another 
was content to describe it as 
being of “considerable height.” 

Several historians relate an- 
other impressive leap — this 
cone on horseback by Major 
Samuel McCulloch — but there 
is much speculation about 
when,.and if, it was made. 

In hig “Winning of the West,” 
Ineodore Koosevelt says that 
McCulloch was riding to the 
assistance of those besieged at 
Fort Henry when he was hem- 
med in on the edge of “an 
almost Perpendicular slope, 
some 300 feet high.” (Another 
historian gives the height as 150 
feet, and a third says it was 
100.) The Indians were sure that 
he couldn't escape and wanted 
to take him alive, so they didn't 
shovi. Ruoseveii vividly aes- 
cribes what happened next: 

“Wheeling short round, he sat 


_ back-in his saddle, shifted his 


rifle into his right hand, reined 
in his stead and spurred him 
over the brink. The old horse 
never faltered, but plunged 


headlong down the steep, boul-~ 


der-covered, cliff-broken slope. 
Good luck, aided by the won- 
derful skill of the rider and the 
marvelous strength and sure- 
footedness of his steed, re- 
warded, as it deserved, one of 
the most daring feats of horse- 
manship of which we have any 
record. There was a crash, the 
shock of a heavy body, half 
springing, half falling - a 
scramble among loose rocks, 
and the snapping of sapplings 
and bushes; and in another 
moment the awe-struck Indians 
saw their unarmed foe, gallop- 
ing his galiant white horse in 
safety across the plain.” 

There's another impressive 
incident, alleged to have oc- 
curred at a siege of Wheeling 
during the war. This one in- 
volved a woman. Some say it 
was in 1777, butif it happened it 
probably was in 1782. The hero- 
ine is generally identified as 
Betty Zane, but Roosevelt isn't 
sure whether it was she or Molly 
Scatt. 

Whoever if was, she carried 
gunpowder, according to Roo- 
Sevelt, “from the stockade to an 
outlying log house defended by 
four men.” Most others contend 
that the woman carried the 
powder into the fort from a 
house outside. At any rate, 
Miss Zane (or Scott) in 1777 (or 
1782) carried the powder out of 
{or into) the fort unscathed by 
the shots of the attackers. 

When Mrs. Joseph Drennon 
fled from her cabin to the fort in 
1777, she is said to have carried 
an infant child but in her haste 
left behind an adopted son. She 
sped back, wrapped him in a 
feather bed and dashed back to 
the stockade with him. Several 
bullets fired by Indians report- 
edly !odged in the bed, but 
neither Mrs. Drennon nor the 
boy were hurt. 

Mrs. Drennon recailed later 
that during the siege several 
women made bullets in frying 
pans, and two of them joined 
tne men in firing from the 
gunports. She added, however, 
that “the men complained that 
the women kept so in their way 
looking out the portholes, they 
couldn't do a thing.”

To the Editor: 
Dear Whitey, 

- When | received my iax viii in 
December and discovered that 
70% of what | paid in taxes was 
designated for tucal schools, | 
wanted to know that the schools 
were spending this money 
wisely and frugally. in an‘effort 
to determine this, | have spent a 
great deal of time asking ques- 
tions of ine peopie who are 
responsible for this spending, 
and of the people who keep the 
records. | have read budgets, 
audits, contracts and have done 
a lot of calculation. 

One of the first things |} 


discovered is that the figuics 


are very confusing to analyze 
because there is mo direct 
comparison between the schoo! 
budget. the school income. the 
school expenditures and the 
school audit. Nor is there any 
comparison of income and 
expenditures from one year to 
another. Another source of 
confusion is that the school 

~ fiscal year does not correspond 
with the fiscal year of the 
government entities: federal, 
state and local which are the 
sourhas at thn 
sources of the major 
money available to the schools. 
Most school funds come from 
local taxes on real estate. There 
is state aid to special projects 
as well as the general Bursley 
bill aid. Federal aid is mostly 
the distribution of funds through 
state agencies. 

The figures from different 
sources produce conflicting re- 
sults. The annual audit is in a 
difierent form irom the budgei 
and the Form B listing which 
goes to the State Board of 
Education, is in yet another 
form. There are many different 
accounts: besides the general 
Operating fund, there are 3 
building-and-site funds, 3 or 4 
debt retirement funds, and 
some revolving funds. In spite 
of all this, 1 would Ilke to tell 
you some of what | have 
discovered about the finances 
of our Crawtord-AuSable school 
district. 

Concerning the general oper- 
ating fund, the budget offered 
by the superintendent and ac- 
cepted by the Board of Edu- 
cation increased $544,490 from 
1874-75 to 1975-76. The budget 
for the former year was - 
$1,828,029. 90% of this was 
expected from local taxes and 
Siaie uid. in ihat year the 
operating revenues actually were 
$2,195,066. The total expendi- 
tures were $2,308,138. This left 
a deficit of $113,072. BUT the 
genera! fund ended the fiscal! 
year with an equity balance of 

$193,136. This is incredible

One explanation offered for 
this remarkable record is that 
the fiscal year of the county, 
which collects and provides the 
tax money, is 6 months out of 
phase with the fiscal year of the 
school. The millage amounts 
payable by the taxpayer fn 
calendar 1974 are different from 
those payable in 1975. Those 
paid in 1975 are not known in 
April 1974 when the budget is 
made. Besides that. tax money 
paid to the school between 
January and May (as it is 
collected from the taxpayer} 
must be considered PREpaid 
funding to be used by the 
schools after June 1 to operate 
schools in IHEIR next fiscai 
year. The delinquent tax factor 
is another difficulty. 

From the general fund, 75% 
goes to salaries, including so- 
cia! security, retirement, in- 
surance funds. This means 
salaries for everyone employed 
by the school system: teachers, 
aides, administrators, secretar- 
ies. bus drivers and mainten- 
ance personac!. The number of 
people employed and in what 
positions, and the salary sched- 
ules are not readily available 
from the alidit figures. Plant 
operation gets 9.5%. transpor- 
tation gets 7.9%, administra- 
tion gets 3.5% and the rest is 
spread over student services, 
health, plant maintenance and 
all the rest of school oper- 
ations. 

School accounting is divided 
into several headings. Elemen- 
tary school expenditures are 
separate from secondary school 
amounts; instruction, admini- 
stration. plant operation and 
plant maintenance are ail sepa- 
tate accounts. Hence it is not 
possible to determine from the 
presented figures how much it 
costs to run the high school or 
any specific building. There are 
salary, teaching supplies. texts, 
library costs, and incidental ex- 
penses all listed under Instruc- 
tion. The costs of operating the 
building are lumped with costs 
of other buildings and indis- 
tinguishable by themselves. 
From 1974-75 to 1975-76 the 
budget estimaie fur heating 
went up $5000, but there is no 
way to tell how much was spent 
in which building. The estimate 
of electricity costs rose $25,000. 
The amounts actually spent for 
any one building would have to 
be determined by an_ invoice 
inventory. -

Statement of Crawford County's Financia! Outlook for 1976 

tn April of 1975 the Finance Committee of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners drafted a preliminary County budget for 
calendar year 1976 for presentation to the Crawford County Tax 
Aiiocation Board. 

This budget incorporated the best estimates available at that 
time of projected County revenues and expenditures for the 
calendar year 1976, and included a 5% across the board pay 
increase for all County employees and totaled $1 ,073.634.00. 

The $1,073,634.00 total constituted a 13% increase in County 
expenditures as contrasted with 1975 calendar year budgeted 
expenditures and thus necessitated an increase in County tax 
revenues via a tax millage increase from the current 1975 rate of 
7.01 mills to 7.685 mills for 1976. The increased millage to be 
applied to a State Equalized Valuation of $74,518,576.00 to 
generate enough tax revenue to balance the anticipated 1976 
expenditures as required by Constitutional Law. 

This preliminary budget was presented to the Tax Allocation 
Board at their April meeting in support of the County's request for 


the additional millage to fulfill the Constitutional requirement of a - 


balanced budget. 

The final order of tax millage established by the ‘Tax Allocation 
Board at the June 1975 meeting of that body set the County's 
millage at 6.20 mills, a reduction of 1.485 mills from the millage 
requested which when applied to the State Equalized Valuation of 
$74,518,576.00 resulted in a reduction of County tax revenues of 
approximately $110,600.00 for calendar year 1976. 

As a matter of fact the reduction in millage, and as a 
consequence the reduction in tax revenues, resulted in the County 
being forced to reduce expenditures below the 1975 calendar year 
level by approximately $60,360.00. 

Further compounding of the County's monetary problems 
occured between April and December 1975 as the result of changes 
in the State of Michigans fiscal policy, namely reductions in State 
tunding of State mandated programs and policy. For example, a 
10% budget reduction for funding Community Mental Health 
Services and a $30,000.00 reduction in County Drug Lab funding. 

State mandated policy also $15,000.00 for 1976 further 
increased County expenditures by implementing charges for 
services rendered that had formerly been tendered at no cost to the 
County, for example, State audit of County records and by 
requiring additional services such as the Presidential Preferential 
Primary Election. 

Facing revenue reductions of this magnitude and sharply 
increased costs of operation due to State of Michigan policy, 
inflation and previously negotiated incrementat pay raises, the 
County has been forced to draft and adopt an austerity budget that 
hardly covers the built in increases in the costs of labor and 
maierials, makes no provision for contingencies, with no surplus of 
any kind and with no further increases in employee benefits for 
1976. 

In summary, since the Tax Allocation Board Acts on behalf of 
the peopie in regard to the amount and distribution of the peoples 
tax dollars to the various focal tax supported units, and since the 
action taken by the board mandated a reduction in County revenues 
and expenditures it is felt by the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners thal a reduction in expenditures and no increase in 
taxes was indeed mandated by the people of Crawford County.
